Of this total, 450,000 are safe be- 
hind the bulwarks of civil service 
examinations, but 240,000 positions 
stand out as possible spoils to be 
dispensed. 
| The salaries and prestige accom- 
panying the offices to be filled are 
considerable. 

Of first consideration are the 
ten cabinet positions, paying $12,- 
000 each. But from a standpoint 
of remuneration the highest pay» 
ing position of the government, 
excluding that of president, is 
governor general of the Philippines, 
with a salary of $18,000; the vice 
governor receiving $10,000. Addi- 
tional governorships to be ap- 
pointed by Mr. Harding are Porto 
Rico, $10,000; Alaska, $7,000, and 
Hawaii, $7,000. 

There are eleven ambassador- 
ships, each paying $17,500, which 
must be filled by the new prest- 
dent. They include such posts as 
Argentina, Belgium, Brazil, Chile, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Ja- 
pan, Mexico, Peru and Spain. 

There are innumerable commis- 
sions which will attract much at- 
tention, such as the interstate 
commerce, federal trade, United 
States shipping board, federal re- 
serve and farm loan, and even the 
civil service commission itself. 

At the beginning of President 
Wilson's second term he relieved 
the executive office of many of its 
appointments by referring the au- 
thority togthe civil service. This 
was strikingly true of the first, 
second and third-class postmas- 
ters. 

At the same time the president 
issued a special announcement de- 
clining “to see applicants for of- 
fices in person except when he in- 
vites the interview,” since such 
interviews absorbed much of the 
executive’s time rightly belonging 
to more important matters. 

The question is, whether Mr.

| HEALTH TALKS

PETIT MIGRAINE. 

In a talk about Major Migraine I 
described the other day the typical 
or usUal aura or warning—a dark 
spot or a dark spot surrounded with 
zig-zag flashes, at one side of the 
field of vision, lasting twenty min- 
utes or more, before thetonset of 
the one-sided head pain. 

In some cases there is first no- 
ticed dimness of vision on one side, 
increasing until either right or left 


half of each field (each eye) is blind, 
before the head pain begins. 

In a few cases, instead of these 
visual warnings or aurae patients 
notice sudden one-sided deafness or 
ringing in the ear, or sudden loss 
of taste or sOme other sudden per- 
version of the taste sense. Still 
others complain of a tingling in one 
arm followed by a numbness of that 
arm, preceding the héadache; or 
this numbness may give way to an 
aching of the arm instead of the 
head. 

In rare cases the aura takes the 
form of a transient loss or great 
impairment of speech, confusion of 
speech, strange mumbling efforts at 


speech or utter inability to speak. 
And:accompanying this the patient 
may ,experience one-sided tingling 
or weakness, arm or leg. 

The characteristic one-sided head- 
ache following these unusual warn- 
ings or aurae, with the nausea and 
vomiting after some hours of head- 
ache, and the complete return to 
normal health when the migraine 
seizure has passed serve to in@icate 
the nature of tke otherwise inex- 
plicable aurae, 

Now there are unquestionably 
many persOns who suffer seizures 
‘of minor migraine, migraine with a 
definite aura or warning sensaticn, 
but so light a headache afterward 
that the significance of the attacks 
is misunderstood and the tell-tale 
headache is ascribed to some fan- 
ciful cause. Thus, one may experi- 
ence sudden dizziness or sudden 
Strange flashes of light at one side 
of thea field of vision, or sudden 
flickering or half-blinding sensa- 
tions in one eye, with @ subsequent 
headache, not severe, but felt on 
one side of the head and perhaps 
some nausea or even vomiting—and 
how readily such a seizure is at- 
tributed to the non-existent “bil- 
liousness!” 

I have referred to the paleness or 
pallor of the face in a migraine at- 
tack. The patient’s hands ‘and feet 
feel cold to the touch, or in some 
cases a- unnatural flushing may be 
noticed, perhaps limited to one side. 

It is really difficult and of no 
importance to distinguish some cases 
of minor migraine from the form 
of epilepsy known as petit mal, in 
which there is no convulsion, mere 
temporary loss of consciousness or 
forgetfulness, perhaps lasting buta 
moment and scarcely noticed by the 
casual observer.

bership of the Friars, having re- 


signed during the turmoil of the 
actors’ strike. The theatrical world 
whooped with joy, for after all Co- 
han belongs to the actors more 
than the managers. He severed his 
long relatio€ as a producer with 
Sam Harris at the same time and 
said he was through with the stage. 

But the call of Broadway was 
too strong and this season he came 
back with three ‘plays, appearing 
himself in one. It is difficult to 
realize that the Cohan of today is 
the strutting “grand old rag,” Yan- 
kee Doodle kid of twenty years 
ago. 

In those days he sent out press 
sheets announcing: “Boys, I'm on 
my second million!’ He craved the 
spotlight and he managed to keep 
in it, The years have mellowed and 
given him poise. Cohan is today 
nearly white-haired. There is a 
seriousness about his expression 
His clothes are toned down and he 
might be taken for a stolid middle- 
aged merchant. 

Some even.say he has become a 
high-brow and he did produce a 
play that went over the heads of 


the critics this season. He admires 
Shaw, but his expression of him is 
in the Broadway patois. “He slings 
a nasty pen,” says Cohan. The 
actor spends the mé6ést of his time 
on a farm and raises pigs: 

In the early days the old-time 
producers were cynically tolerant of 
Cohan.

GERMAN CABLES 
DMIDE POWERS 


France and Japan Fight 
Proposals of the United 
States and Italy—Break 
Is Threatened. 


Washington, December 10—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Disagree- 
ment between the representatives of 
the principal allied and associated 
powers over the disposition of the 
former German cables is understood 
to have about reacned a  0»point 
threatening disruption of the pre- 
liminary international communica- 
tions conference which has been 
in session here for some weeks. 

The United States, Great Britain 
and Italy are said to have reached 
an accord on most of the principal 
points at issue, but France and Ja- 
pan have refused to accede to the 
major proposals advanced by the 
United States and Italy and upon 
which the American and Italian 
governments insist. 

Acting Secretary Davis, of the 
state department, chairman of the 
American commissioners to the con- 
ference, laid the whole matter be- 
fore the senate foreign relations 
committee at a two-hour conference 
today behind closed doors. Chair- 
man Lodge announced later that the 
American position had received the 
“unquailfied approval’ of the com- 
mittee. It was stated further that 
co-operation between the state de- 
partment and the senate committee 
on the question had been arranged 
for. 

Yap the Chief Issue. 

So far as the United States is 

concerned. th@ principal issues are 


at the island of Yap, in the Pacific 
ocean, and a direct line between the 
TiInited States and Italy. Italy is 
joining with the United States in 
insisting upon the direct cable be- 
tween the two countries. 

A plenary session of the delegates 
to the communications conference 
scheduled for today was not held, it 
was said, because of the impossi- 
bility of reaching an understanding 
among the chiefs of the delegations 
of the five powers who met last 
night informally in an effort to 
bring about a compromise, 

At this informal conference, it is 
understood, a proposal was brought 
forward that instead of proceeding 
in the attempt for the distribution 
of the cables among the five pow- 
ers, an agreement be reached for 
Joint ownership of the lines. The 
United States, Great Britain and 
Italy are said to have supported this 
plan, and France and Japan to have 
opposed it. 

Internationalization of islands 
Such as Yap, served as tie center 
for cable communication, also !s re- 
ported to have been brought for- 
ward at the informal meeting last 
night, but Japan and France are said 
to have opposed it, 

Japan Balks at Compromise. 

According to information today in 
official circles, the American gov- 
ernment has proposed that a com- 
promise be effected on the distribu- 
tion of the cables emanating from 
Yap and now in the hands of Ja- 
pan by the allocation of the Guam- 
Yap cable to the United States, that 
or the Yap-Dutch Indies cable to 
Holland, and the Yap-Shanghali ca- 
ble to Japan. This plan, however, 
is understood to have met with the 
disapproval of the Japanese dele- 
gates, who contended that Japan 
should retain at least a half interest 
in the Guam-Yap cable as well as 
in the Yap-Dutch Indies cable. 

A proposal of the American dele- 
gation that the German cable in pos-

and the United States is said to have 
met with the determined opposition 
of France. It also has been pro- 
posed that the cable between South 
America and Africa, the Monrovia-

cerned, Great Britain, who now con- 
trols” has acceded t% the desire of 
the American government that this 
line be restored to its former con- 
negtion between New York and Em- 
den, Germany, in consideration of 
the transfer to Great Britain of some 
of the American tranSatlantic cables 
between England and Canada. 
Britain Seeks Operating Control, 


Senators said that Secretary Da-

control of the German cables now 
worked under its authority, formed 
another phase of the situation. 

Some of the senators who heard 
Mr. Davis expressed the hope that 
the communications conference 
gnight yet reach an agréement.

acute stage, but they were informed 
by Mr. Davis that a recess of the 
conference was planned soon so that 
the representatives might return 
home for conferences with their 
governments regarding future ne- 
gotiations. 

Senators said that broadly speak- 
ing the position of the United States 
was that America should enjoy as 
satisfactory a position with regard 
to cable communications now as it 
did before the world war.

Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown and Lem B. Jackson, director 
of the state bureau of markets, are 
now busily engaged In co-operating 
with the Georgia Bankers’ associa- 
tion in securing pledges from farm- 
ers to reduce their cotton acreage 
next year. This campaign is being 
directed under plans adopted at the 
conference in Memphis this week, 
an outline of which has been fur- 
nished by Commissioner Brown, as 


follows: 

‘‘"1. Appointment of a banker in each cor-, 
gressional district ta organize the counties 
in this territory. 

‘2. Appointment of a committee of three 
bankers, three farmers and two merchants 
in each county, to make a thorough can- 
vass of the county, supported by a commit- 
tee of three in each militia district. 

“3. Signing of cotton acreage reduction 
pledge by bankers, merchants and farmers. 

**4. Publication of the signers as a county 
honor roll in all county newspapers. 

‘5. Making a list of all farmers refus- 
ing to sign the acreage reduction pledge, 
and furnishing this list to bankers and mer- 
chants, who will be expected to deny credit 
to such farmers.’’ 

The above plans will be followed 
in every southern state, it is said. 
Only one-third of the acreage of 
each farmer will be planted in cot- 
ton, according to the provisions of 
the pledge, and It is estimated by 
experts this will reduce the yield 
at least 50 per cent in 1921. 

Farmers in all sections of Georgia 
dre already signing the pledges, ac- 
cording to officials, and it fs be- 
lieved the campaign will progress 
so rapidly it will come to an ena 
within the next several months.

French Government Bestows 
Grade of Commander.

Washington, December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The legion of honor, in the 
grade of commandef, was conferred 


on Major General Peter C. Harris, a 
Georgian, by Brigadier General Col- 
lardet, French military attache, as 
the representative of the French 
government, this morning at the 
war department. The honor was 
conferred by the French in recog- 
nition of the services of General 
Harris as adjutant general of the 
army in co-ordinating the clerical 
work of the army and handling the 
records of several million: soldiers, 
together with the inter-related work 
of the French and other allies. The 
ceremony was attended by the 
French military staff here; the 
chiefs of bureaus of the war de- 
partment, and Senator Harris, a 
brother; Mrs. Harris, Judge A. J.

General Harris was appointed to 
West Point as a result of @ com- 
petitive examination, by the late 
Judson Clements, then a Georgia 
congressman.

petition. Admiral Benson writes 
Senator Harris as follows: 

“It is a fact that the shipping 
board has delegated rate-making : 
authority, always subject to its di- 
rection, to conferences made up of 
operators of our vessels. This au- 
thority was delegated as the opera- 
tors are actively engaged in the 
trade and are fully famillar with 
the requirements thereof. 

“I cannot, therefore, think that a 
rate has been made on cotton seed 
meal from South Atlantic and gulf 
ports to United Kingdom ports that 
is out of line as compared with 
rates from other foreign countries, 

“Il am very much interested in this 
subject, and am causing a further 
investigation to be made, and will 
write you further at the earliest 
possible date.”

President Buen, of the Storthing, 
expressed the delight of the Storth- 
ing and of the nation that President 
Wilsen had been awarded one of 
the peace prizes. He characterized 
Mr. Wiison as the creator of the 
league of nations and thanked him 
for his efforts to promote interna- 
tional peace. 

The document presenting the 
peace prize to President Wilson and 
also the Nobel medal were received 
by Albert G. Schmedemann, the 
American minister to Norway, wh? 
read a message of thanks from Pres- 


ident Wilson. 
Wilson’s Letter. 


“In accepting the honor of your 
award,” said the president’s letter, 
“TJ am moved not only by a pro- 
found gratitude for the recognition 
of my earnest efforts in the cause 
of pbace, but also by a very poig- 
nant humility before the vastness 
of the work still called for by this 
cause. 

“May I not take this occasion to 
express my respect for the far- 
sighted wisdom of the founder in 
arranging for a continuing system 
of awards? If there were but one 
such prize, or if this were to be the 
one prize, I could not, of course, 
accept it; for mankind has not yet 
been rid of the unspeakable horror 
of war. I am convinced that our 
generation has, despite its wounds, 
made notable progress. But it is 
the better part of wisdom to con- 
sider our work as only begun. It 
will be a continuing labor. In the 
indefinite course of years before us 
there will be abundant opportunity 
for others to distinguish themselves 
in the crusade against hate and 
fear and war. 

“There is, indeed, a-peculiar fit- 
ness in the grouping of these Nobel 
awards. The cause of peace and 
the cause of truth are of one fam- 
ily. Even as those who love science 
and devote their lives to physics or 
chemistry, even as those who would 
create new and higher ideals for 
mankind in literature, even so with 
those who love peace, there is no 
limit set. Whatever has been ac- 
complished in the past is petty com- 
pared to the glory and promise of 


| the future.”

Cotton Association \ 


Issues Annual Crop 
Estimate for 1920 


Columbia, §.C., December 10.— 
(Special.)—The American Cotton As- 
scciation today estimated the cotton 
crop of 1920 at 12,227,000 bales, ex- 
clusive of linters. The report issued 
by the association said that unless 
the price of cotton increased, much 
of the low grades will be left in the 
fields, thus materially decreasing the 
total number of bales. 

“At present prices the farmer can 
not afford to pick his low grade 
cotton and gin it,” says the state- 
ment. “We believe that much of 
this cotton will remain unpicked, 
and if this should prove to be the 
case there will, of course, be a de- 
Crease in the total crop, as our es- 
timate of 12,227,000 bales is based 
on the supposition that all of the 
cotton would be picked.” 

The association also issued a 
statement saying that information 
had been received by it that grow- 
ers of cotton in Egypt had agreed 
to curtail their acreage reduction 
for the crop 88 1-3 per cent in com- 
pliance with a request from the 
American Cotton association. Since 
this request was transmitted to the 
Egyptian growers, officials of the 
association said it had been deter- 
inined to decrease the acreage in the 
south 50 per cent, and the Egyptians 
would be asked to reduce their acre- 
age correspondingly. 


ARMENIA BORDER 
FNED BY WILSON 


President’s Decision as to 
Boundaries Given to the 
French Foreign Office. 
Liberal Frontiers Given. 


Paris, December 10. — President 
Wilson's decision concerning the Ar- 
menian boundaries was delivered to 
the French foreign office yesterday 
through the American embassy, with 
a note from Ambassador Wallace, 
reserving to himself a voice in the 
decision when it is made public. 
The French government immediately 
began sending copies of the deci- 
sion to the other nations which are 
members of the allied supremé coun- 
cil. 

President Wilson’s decision con- 
sists of an extremely long note 
printed in book form on green pa- 
per. It is signed by President Wil- 
eon himself and is accompanied by a 
thick book of maps, constituting 
one of the most magnificent docu- 
ments ever received by the foreign 
office, according to the officials 
there. The only impression given 
out by the foreign office was that 


President Wilson had allowed Arme- 
nia very liberal borders. 


A Constantinople dispatch 
Thursday reported that a peace 
treaty had been signed by Armenia 
and the Turkish nationalists under 
which Armenia’s territory would be 
reduced to the region of Erivan and 
Lake Gokcha, Armenia losing Kars 
and Alexandropol.

THREE MEN LYNCHED 
ON GRAVEYARD TREE 


Santa Rosa, Cal., December 10.— 
Throngs of the curious, more than 
3,000 of them before sundown, view- 
ed the bodies of George Boyd, Ter- 
ence Fitts and Charles Valento, al- 
leged gangsters and murderers who 
were lynched early today. 

Shortly after midnight a party of 
50 or more men, all masked in black, 
entered the jail, overpowered the of- 
ficers and secured the three prison- 
ers. ‘Waiting automobiles took the 
pa.ty to a cemetery beyond the city 
where, from the branch of an oak 
tree, three ropes dangled. 

By the light of automobile head- 
lights, the three men were quickly 


hanged, while a guard surrounded 


the cemetery to prevent interruption. 
Hardly had the mob departed before 
others, attracted by rumiors of the 
lynching, hastened to the cemetery. 
Hundreds gathered before daybreak 
and thé arriva) of the coroner's as- 
sistants. 

A coroner’s jury today returned 
two verdicts, one clearing the sher- 
iff of this cdbuntyv and his deputies 
of all responsibility for the lynch- 
ing and thé other holding the hang- 


ed men responsible for the slaying 
of Sheriff J. A. Petray, of this coun- 
ty. and Detectives Miles M. Jackson, 
and Lester H. Dorman, of San Fran- 
cisco, in An affray here last Sunday. 
It was these killings that led to the 
lynehing today. 

An effort was made Sunday night 
following the arrests to take the 
men from officials, but it failed. In 
front of a newspaper office, where 
a picture of the bodies of the lynch- 
ed men dangling:-from their nooses 
was expos to public view, the 
three sons of Sheriff Petray, killed 
last Sunday by Boyd, studied the 
gruesome print closely without com- 
ment. ‘ 

Following the Inquest the bodies 
of Fitts and Valento were claimed 
by relatives. No one came to claim 
Boyd. 

The forces of the sheriff's and dis- 
trict attorney's offices were set to 
work rounding up the lynchers, but 
District Attorney Hoyle said the 
task appeared hopeless. Identifica- 
tion of the black-masked figures 
who came and went so quickly 
would be almost impossible, he said. 
“I retired early last night.” said 
Mr. Hoyle, “with the feeling that 
my chain of evidence was complete 
and that there was not one loophole 
through which any one of these 
three could escape just punishment. 
only to be startled from my slum- 
bers at 2:30 o'clock this morning 
by a telephone call that the prison- 
ers had been lynched.”

BANKERS PUSHING 
TRADE EXTENSION 


Chicago Conference 
. Working on Organiza- 
tion of Great Corpora- 
tion to Finance Exports.

Chicago, December 10.—American

Eight hundred of the nation’s big- 
gest business men assembled here 
Friday to consider the proposed 
billion-dollar foreign credit plan of 
the American Bankers’ association— 
the most far-reaching trade exten- 
sion proposition ever put before the 
country. 
Te Strengthen United States Trade. 
These men, great builders of busi- 


ness in America, applauded sug- 


bcestions of nationally known speak- 


ers that they empoy their tested 
initiative and brains to strengthen 
America’s trade in other countries. 
Immediately at the conclusion of 
the meeting Friday night commit- 
tees set to work on plans of organi- 
zation of the corporation, to report 
when the meeting is resumed Satur- 
day. E. N. Hurley, former chairman 
of the United States shipping board. 
announced that he was authorized 
by Chicago manufacturers to sub- 
scribe £500,000 to the new corpora- 
tion, and that several million dollars 
more could be raised. 

Herbert Hoover, William A. Red- 
field, former secretary of commerce; 
J. R. Howard, president of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau federation: A. G. 
Bedford, vice president of the United 
States International Chamber of 
Commerce: John McHugh, vice pres- 
ident of the Mechanics and Metals 
bank, New York: E. N. Hurley, for- 
mer chairman of the United States 
shipping board: Senator Walter 
Fdge, of New Jersey, and Julius 
Barnes were some of the speakers. 


Hoover Urges Long Credits. 


Mr. Hoover told the financial, 
commercia] and agricultural] leaders 
that they had undertaken a great 
problem—that they were taking an 
important and necessary step in re- 
adiustment. 

“Our farmers are suffering great 
losses and our working men wide- 
spread unemployment,” said Mr 
Hoover. “This is due largely to the 
cessation of orders from abroad for 
our excess production. 

“We can help most in soiving our 
economic ills by the establishment 
of long-time credits abroad. 

“We must invest abroad s e 
part of the value of this surplus 
we would export. 

‘Tt is vital to every working man 
in the United States that Europe 
shall recover her exchange, her pro- 
duction, her standard of living, or 
we shall be dragged down to Eu- 
rope’s standards. 

“There is only one remedy, and 
that is by systematic and permanent 
investment of our surplus produc- 
tion in reproductive works abroad.” 
United States Must Invest Abroad. 

The former food administrator 
sald the United is now at the chang- 
ing period in its national economics 
that the British empire faced in 1860 
when Great Britain no longer could 
take full value in commedities for 
the commodities which she exported. 
He sald that if the United States 
would continue to progress it had 
to invest the realization of these 
commodittes abroad. Thus, he de- 
clared, Britain in 1860 extended the 
tapacity and absorption of British 
goods and lifted the standard of liv- 
ing of the world. 

“Investment of capital in repro- 
ductive works is the most benefi- 
cent operation that can be done 
humanity,” he asserted. 

Before the meeting is adjourned 
Saturday night, it is expected that 
millions of dollars’ worth of stock 
in the new corporation will be sub- 
scribed. The bankers gathered in 
knots after Friday’s session and ex- 
pressed thmselves as willing to lend 
their financial as well as moral sup- 
port to the movement to building up 
America’s foreign business.
